Revenge Feared As A Re­

CHICAGO, Dec. 24.—Fear of re 
venge of two convicted k idnapers of 
Billy Ranieri today caused the po­ 
lice to post guards about the homes 
ot the jurors that convicted the k id­ 
napers Sunday morning.

Rozar, of Chicago, who la travel­ 
ing representative for a Macon, Ga., 
firm was semi-conscious after the 
crash, but succeeded in extricating 
himself from the wreck age and 
crawled away from the burning 
plane after the gasoline tank had 
exploded. 
Companions 
on

disastrous 
flight over the newly established 
Chicago-Atlanta air mail line, could 
not liberate themselves and perish­ 
ed in the flames. 
Victims included: 
Charles H. Shields of Louisville, 
Ky ., pilot; Ray mond D. Harris, an­ 
other pilot who was mak ing a stud 
of the new air route; C. P. Mey er, 
St. Elmo, Tenn., and G. L Bur­ 
nette of Chicago and St. Louis.

N. L. Howard, president of the Chica­ 
go Great Western Railroad, says: 
That the .railroads have contributed to­ 
wards the^ expansion of our nation than 
any other force outside the Constitution of 
the United States and the story of how 
they have conquered the vast spaces of 
this continent 
inspires 
admiration and 
amazement. 
The coming of the railroads reduced 
the land of “magnificent distance” and 
made possible the conquest of this coun­ 
try by the American pioneer, carrying his 
products to 
ever-expanding 
markets at 
ever-declining rates. 
It was only about 
one hundred years ago that the first rail­ 
road in the United States was built; to­ 
day there are nearly two hundred and 
fifty thousand miles of railroad in use. 
The building of the first railroad in the 
west is within the recollection of many 
living people and yet the railroad mileage 
in states west of the Mississippi river 
has increased from about two thousand 
miles in 1860 until it is now nearly one 
hundred twenty-seven 
thousand 
mîlçs. 
Contrast this growth with that of Great 
Britain: 
In 1840 there were about eigh­ 
teen hundred and fifty miles of railroad 
in Great Britain and Ireland and today 
the total is only a little in excess of 
twenty-four thousand miles. 
The American railroads are constantly 
expending new capital on plant improve­ 
ments, new equipment and other facifi- 
tics. 
These expenditures aggregate more 
than six and a half billion dollars in the 
last nine years and comprise one signifi­ 
cant contribution by the railway industry 
to the commercial activity in the United 
States. 
Another significant contribution 
cf the railways to this commercial activity 
is measured by their purchases of fuel, 
materials and supplies. 
Last year these 
purchases amounted to nearly one and 
one-half billion dollars. 
As the communities served are growing 
in population and 'wealth, the traffic of 
the railways 
will 
increase,, making it 
necessary to ^nstantly expand their fac­ 
ilities. The large expenditures by the rail­ 
roads in the past few years, in spite of re­ 
strictive legislation, are sufficient guar­ 
antee that they can be depended upon to 
contribate their share to our economic 
progress.

A constant stream of the work- 
/ess, Jobless, the down-and-out flows 
n. 
Each flips a nickel to the counter 
and' receives 
a 
pink 
ticket—his 
pass-port for a pint of coffe. sjx or 


seven slices of bread or cake, soup 
or oatmeal. 
Then Mr. Zero appears. 
A well, 
impressively 
built 
man. 
Kindly 
gray eyes twinkle in the rays of 
genial 
wrinkles 
radiating 
toward 
his temples. 
‘‘Why do I do all this?” 
He re­ 
peats the question. 
‘‘W hat better 
work could 1 do than to give food 
to the unfortunate? A home to the 
homelesi? 
I’m 
happy 
doing it. 
W hat better answer could I give 
than thkt?” 
In the dormitories, row after row 
of iron beds 
stand 
in 
military 
order. 
At 5 o’clock in the after­ 
noon the first rush for them begins. 
They cost each man ten cents. 
“I’ve been doing this work, novr 
for almost 15 years,” Mr. Zero says. 
‘‘I’ve been in 
many 
cities; 
but 
where could I find a more fruitful 
ground for work than the East Side 
of New York?” 
Yet time after time Mr. Zero em­ 
phasizes that he does not conduct a 
mission or a charity. 
“ My establishmcn’t,” he says, “is 
self-supporting. 
1 
don’t 
ask 
for 
gifts. 
I can Just run along as I’m 
doing and make both ends meet. 
I 
charge each man five cents for his 
meal in order to keep up his self-re­ 
spect. 
He feels that he is not get­ 
ting charity. 
“People, however, sometimes do 
give toward special occasions, such 


as 
Thanksgiving 
and 
Christmas. 
This enables us to give these spe­ 
cial dinners. 
People also send in 
clothing for these men, which is 
distributed free every Monday. But 
after all I can 
get 
along 
well 
enough without gifts.” 
Mr. Zero’s real name is Urbaine 
Ledoux; he is of French extraction. 
But he always has been reluctant 
to discuss himself in 
connection 
with his work. 
*‘I am nothing compared to this 
work,” he says. 
One of the home 
ess, a big Irishman, after hearing 
this 
“nothing” 
repeated 
several 
times, called him “Mr. Zero.”
